FIND 500 POLICE 
UNFIT FOR DUTY. 


Chicago Patrolmen and 
Gather Much Evidence 
for the City Club. 


REPORT TO TELL OF EVILS 


Neglect of Work and Loafing in 
Saloons Discovered to Be 
Almost General! with 
~ the Force. | 


An explosion in the police department is 
expected when the findings of the New York 
detectives who shadowed the Chicago patrol- 
men on their beats to learn to what extent 
they neglected their duty is made known. 
A complete report will be made to the City 
club, under whose auspices the investigation 
was carried on, within ten days. 

The immediate discharge of 500 patrolmen 
will be recommended, according to indica- 
tions from inquiries in many places and in- 
formation gathered from many sources. , 

Evidence will be submitted showing spe- 
cific instances of neglect of duty, violation 
of the rules by loafing in saloons, and othier 
reasons of unfitness. — 


Serious Charges Against 500. 

It will Re alleged that these 500 policemen 
on the Chicago force: 

Are cowardly in the face of danger. 

Are saloon loafers. | 

Are in collusion with thieves and unfor- 
tunate women, dividing the spoils of crime. 

Allow vice and crime to go unchecked for 
a consideration. 

Try to hide their numbers when any one 
goes up to talk with them. They do this by 
lifting their arms, ostensibly to twirl the 
mustache. Many rub off the black enamel 
from the number on their stars so as to make 
it hard to see, 

Are indifferent to their work. 

Are no more fit than old women to be po- 
licemen. 


Plenty of “Plain Clothes” Men. 
It has been found that Chicago has more 


than New York. This is expected to sur- 
prise those citizens who year after year have 
listened to the complaint of the chief of 
police that the inefficiency of the depart- 
ment was due to lack of men. 

Thus, so far as the detective branch of 
the service is concerned, the report will point 
out that Chicago should be more thoroughly 
policed than is New York. | 


Commanding Officers Must Explain. 

As to heads of districts and other officials 
the verdict, -it is said, will not be so haréh, 
as in the case of patrolmen, although 
it will probably be observed that some- 
thing is radically wrong in the way the 
police department is conducted. The cap- 
tains, lieutenants, and sergeants wil) be held 
answerable for some queer conditions which 
are said to exist. 


be chiefly responsible for the alleged “ rot- 
tenness”’ of the department. The first step 
for the improvement of police conditions, it 
is said, should be the cleaning out of this 
detriméntal class and the replacing of them 
with good, wholesome men who are not 
afraid to do their duty and are of such a 
character as to be reliable in dealing with 
criminals. 
Busy Time for Trial Board. 

Every patrolman who has been lax in his 

work is said to have every reason for sleep- 


‘| Jess nights until that report is out, and he 


knows positively whether he is on the list 
marked for discharge. In 1908 there were 
nearly 800 cases before the trial board 
against policemen for negligence and default 
of duty. In two weeks, it is said, one 
New York detective has gathered evideice 
against 150 patrolmen sufficient to bring 
them before the trial board. It is reported 
that all patrolmen against whom evidence 
has been collected will have to answer to the 
trial board. 

Then will come the time for the sergeants 
and Heutenants and captains, and even the 
inspectors and chief of poiice, to answer. 

They will be asked to explain how itis that 
4f one man working aione couia bring in evi- 
dence of neglect and violation of rules against 
150 patrolmen in two weeks, why forty to fifty 
sergeants have only twice that number ina 
year. It will be intimated that the sergeants 
are not “ live’ men, and that the lieutenants 
and captains wink at lack of discipline. 


City Club’s Action Uncertain. 

What action may be taken by the City 
club when the report is submitted to them 
is not yet disclosed. In the meantime, how- 
ever, an improvement, though a slight one, 
has been noted in the “force.” ' The most 
noticeable toning up is observed among the 
sergeants, whose duty it is to detect care- 
lessness and neglect of duty among their 
men, ~ | 

It is said that more ‘of these officials are 
to be seen out and actively at work than was 
the case when the investigation was first 
mentioned in the newspapers. Among the 
men, however, the improvement in vigilance 
and attention to duty is slight They area 
little more wary and more chary about talk- 
ing to strangers, who might discover their 
identity by. their numbers. 

This apparent feeling,of immunity from 
discipline will also, be mentioned in the re- 
port as a circumstance worthy of question? 
It will be asked .whether there is not some 
reason for the policemen to feel so secure as 
to not change their lax methods when they 
know they are under observation. 


Revise Whole System. 

There are to be some radical suggestions 
aimed at the heads of the department. The 
nature of these suggestions, or accusations, 
is not yet disclosed. It is thought that the 
first recommendation will be to get rid of the 
worse than useless part of the force and then 
to make radical and sweeping changes in the 
whole system of department discipline.

Maine Fisherfolk on Point of 
Slaying on Altar.

DUE TO RELIGIOUS FRENZY. 
| 


Dog and Cat Fall Victims to Desire for 
Blood Atonement. 


Jonesport, Me., March 12.—[Special.J—A 
careful investigation of the outbreak of the 
neligious frenzy on Beal’s island which nearly 
resulted-in the sacrifice of a child because its 
insane mother said God had ordered her to 
commit the crime, reveals an extraordinary 
exhibition of fanaticism among the 400 resi- 
dents. 

Three weeks ago a graybearded man who 
called himself Elder Buck began to hold meet- 
ings on the island. The first meetings were 
of a fervid character, largely attended by 
women. Later Buck was joined by a man 
named Buber, who assisted at the meetings 
and whose fiery oratory and doctrines added 
flames to those already kindled by Buck. 


Crippled Boy on Altar. 


Buber preached the “hell fire” doctrine. 
He told the villagers that they must give all 
their money, houses, lands, cattle, and even 
clothing to the preachers. His listeners, 
terrified by the awful fate in store for them, 
and quaking before the awe inspiring gaze 
of Allaby, aseented. The exhorter worked 
himself into a frenzy, doling some great con- 
tortionist acts. 

Last Monday night the people turned their 
pockets inside out for the preachers and had 
prepared to sell their property for an offering 
tomorrow. On Thursday night Thurman 
Beal, a crippled boy 9 years old, was placed 
on the altar before the congregation, smeared 
with the blood of a newly killed lamb. He 
then was covered with a sack while the ex- 
horter, working himself into a frenzy, com- 
-manded the spirit which the child possessed 
to depart. The child remained a cripple, 
but the people dic not lose faith. | 

Some of the most zealous converts then 
went to the residence of Mrs. J. E. Beal, 
where at the woman’s command a dog and 
cat were offered up, Then the insane mother 
deciared her crippled boy, Thurman, must be 
‘sacrificed. Some joyfully‘acceded, and other 
women ‘proposed’ to ‘sacrifice ‘their, children® 
Frank Wallace and Jobn A. Beal*iwd strong 
minded men who were present, were instru- 
mental In bringing the people to their senses. 

Escapes with “Sacrifice.” 

Wallace seized the boy, dashed for the door 
and held the crowd at bay while the fright- 
ened youngster fied, finding a hiding place ih 
the rocks. Beal fied to the mainland for help 
and came back with some constabies, who 
arrested Mrs. Beal She was sent to an 
asylum. Another woman was convinced her 
baby must be killed. Her husband guarded 
the child all one night from the frenzied 
woman, who had armed herself with a 
butcher knife. 

The evangelists left the island hurriedly 
when a deputy sheriff told them the people 
of the mainland vowed vengeance. Some 
of the people believe Allaby is one of the 
Utah Mormons who have been working in this 
state. Others think he is a member of the 
“Holy Ghost” and United States society 
of Shiloh. It is believed Allaby is a hypno- 
tist possessing great power and that Mrs. 
Beal is under his spell. 

Most women fell completely under the sway 
of the exhorters, but many men held out. 
These men were harassed at home by women 
of the family. One man says his wife would 
wake him up at night screaming at him and 
asking him if he would believe, and if he re- 
fused to assent she struck him over the head 
with a bible. prayer book, or club and threat- 
ened to “ pourd the holy ghost into h{m * or

CURED IN FRESH AIR. 


Hyde Park Tuberculosis Victim 
Uses Tent Method All Winter. 


TELLS DETAILS OF SYSTEM 


Case Induces Dr. W. A. Evans to Pre- 
scribe Out of Door Treatment. 


After a wirter spent In a tent, erected in 
the back yard of a Hyde Park residence, one 
Chicago man has cured himself of tuber- 
culosis. 

His identity is not to be revealed, but 
through Dr. W. A. Evans the details of his 
successful fight against the disease have 
been told. | | 

Dr. Evans first referred publicly to the 
case in a lecture urging fresh air treatment 
for consumption, delivered Friday night, and 
yesterday he secured the consent of the pa- 
tient to the publication of the full account of 
the experiment. 3 

His Own Description. 

Tt is given in the latter’s words, as follows: 

“The tent Is a common 10x12, ten ounce 
duck, stretched over a light wooden frame 
twelve feet high, the sides of which are 
boarded up with light lumber to a distance 
of five feet, leaving a margin of one inch 
at the bottom to permit the free circulation 
of air, and to this wooden frame the wall 
of the tent is fastened. 

“The floor of the tent is raised six inches 
from the ground, covered with oil cloth, and 
the interior is equipped with a small iron 
bedstead, a mattress, a so-called Alaskan 
sleeping bag, a small table, two chairs, and 
one stove. The stove is used during the day 
and in the early part of the evening, as the 
patient occupies the tent during those hours. 


Uses Jar of Hot Water. 

“ Before retiring an earthenware jar hold- 
ing two quarts is filled with boiling water 
and inserted into the sleeping bag. The dis- 
robing is done in the house, and In addition to 
the night shirt a cap of light flannelette is 
donned, to cover the ears and the back of 
the neck and the head. Onan unusually cold 
night a light smoking jacket is used to protect 
the shoulders. 

“ When the temperature is above zero the 
hot water bottle is only kept in the sleeping 
bag until the time for retiring. When it is 
below zero the hot water bag Is pushed down 
to the bottom of the sleeping bag, and there, 
with the body, it radiates enough heat to 
keep one warm during the most severe 
weather. 

Window Is Opened Wide. 

“ The fire in the stove is allowed to die out 
soon after retiring. and the window is opened 
wide. The only drawback found to exist in 
sleeping under these conditions is that the 
quietness and the free circulation of air pre- 
vents awakening in the morning before 9 
o'clock or so. 

“A well marked case of tuberculosis had 
been developed: a large area of the ieft lung 
being involved before a diagnosis was made. 
Examination showed large quentities of 
tuberculosis bacilli with mixed infection. 

“ From the beginning of the experiment of 
sleeping in the tent and of spending there 
all spare time, the disease has made no 
progress whatever. With the exception of a 
few days, business has been attended to a 
few hours each day. Fever sweats subsided 
in about six weeks, and there hrs been a 
graduai and persistent improver.«nt, until] 
at the present time a practically normal con- 
dition has been reached.”

“ When I came into town Tuesday morn- 
ing I heard that two battleships, the Czare- 
vitch and Ritvizan, and the.cruiser Pallada, 
the pride of the Russian navy, had been tor- 
Port Arthur Was Unguarded.. 

“Great bitterness prevailed against the 
Russian naval officers.. About two-thirds 
of them, In spite of the serious situation, had 
been given leave for the night. Some cf 
them were the guests of Admiral Stark, com- 
mander of the squadron, in honor of his 
wife's birthday. Many officers were at the 
theater or. at the houses of friends. These 
officers, who weré fetched by the police, 
reached their ships after the Japanese had 
retired. 

“It was a wonderful bit of.luck that the 
Japanese contented themselves with dam- 
aging three ships only. If they had brought 
their whole fleet to bear they would have 
easily destroyed the whole Russian squad- 
ron. Everybody here is even convinced that 
with a few thousand’ men Japanese could 
have become masters of Port Arthur. No 
ammunition had been distributed to any of 
the batteries, and in spite of the seriousness 
of the situation the sentinels had no cart- 
ridges for their rifles. 

Naval Battle Follows. 

“Excitement increased when it was an- 
nounced ‘that a strong Japanese squadron 
was in sight on the horizon, accompanied, ac- 
cording to rumors, by seventy transports. 

‘It was-a splendid winter morning with 
brilliant sunshine and about one degree’ of 
frost. With’ two friends I took a sampan 
and went out to examine the damaged ves- 
sels th the harbor. Just outside the entrance 
lay the Czarevitch, the first. ship of the 
Russian navy. Just, behind it and parallel 
to it lay the Retvizan, blockading three- 
quarters of the entrance of theharbor. Out- 
sidelay. the Pallada. 

‘Shrieking of the Shells. 

“ As we were within a short distance of the 
Pallada we suddenly heard a-report and a 
shell plunged into the water about forty feet 
from us. I believe it was a signal from the 
Pallada. 

“ What followed for: me was a sort of a 
dream. We had hardly turned’ our boat 
towards shore when the action was in full 
swing. To return to the harbor was danger- 
ous, as the Retvizan was firing all its broad- 
side guns. There was a rush and a hissing 
of ‘shelis, a thunder, and‘a’ crashing that 
made the earth tremble, and which no words 

“We-finally reached land in safety, and 
lying behind some rocks watched the prog- 
ress of the battle. The Japanese had esti- 
mated. the range with an exactitude that 
filled us with anxiety.

during the first,weeks of the fiscal crisis. . 

’ Barly. in the week Balfour leaned too far 
from the Chamberlainite doctrines by lend- 
ing support to the fiscal amendment proposed 
by Commonet Wharton, Immediately Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, Colonial Secretary Lyttel- 
ton, as well a& two-thirds of the minor mem- 


| bers of the government threatened to resign 


unless official support was withdrawn from 
the amendment. Joseph is In Egypt, but 
the Che uberlain-interests are well watched 
at home. Mr. Balfour was forced to climb 
down,’ with the result the amendment itself 
was wWithdrawn. Threatened with these 
resignations in the present handling of his 
party’s bugbear, Balfour is not yet freed 


| from the harassing attacks of those who 


resigned simultaneously. Lord George Ham- 
Hiton refuses all explanations, and again in 
the house this week seriously attacked Bal- 
four’s good faith, while Rosebery electrified 
the usually sedate house of lords with an 
angry attack on the premier over the same 
metter. 

. .Trouble Over Army Reform. 

The unhappy premier is having even great- 
er trouble over the war office reform. The 
reconstruction committee of three has sent 
in the second part of its report, wherein 
Secretary Brodrick’s futile attempts at re- 
form: are shown up with no attempt to let 
their author down lightly. Lord Lansdowne 
The commit- 
tee lays stress on the absolute necessity of a 
change in the personnel of the war office “ in 
order to. convince the rank and file that the 
old system must be abandoned completely 
and new habits formed.” 

The report, “ with the king’s approval,” 
appeared in the Times before it was laid be- 
fore the cabinet or house. Instantiy there 
was an outcry. Brodrick and Lansdowne 
are furious at what they consider the slight 
which was-placed upon them by the publica- 
tion. Again the premier was forced to tem- 
porize and try to soothe the feelings of his 
outraged colleagues, and in the debate on the 
army estimates declared that the cabinet 


| had not yet decided to adopt the reform 


seheme in its entirety. He refused to say 
more, and the members of the government 
are significantly silent. During the debate 
the ‘reform committee declared over and 
over again that their scheme is useless unless 
adopted in its entirety and the country un- 
doubtedly is with them. . 7 

| Army Shows Deficiency. 
Meanwhile every branch ofthe army shows 
some. deficiency, and recruiting has. been 
going down, two. things which have led to 
many attacks of grave significance. A pas- 
sage in Arnold Forster’s speech introducing 
the army estimates on Monday said: 

-"4 am not satisfied that we can. continue 
our present organisation without great risks.

The meaning widely attributed to the pas- 
sage is if the paucity of recruits continues

KING SPENDS MORE MONEY. 


Civil List for Keeping Up Court Shows 
_. Increase Over That of Queen 
Victoria.

LONDON, March 12.—The parliamentary 

return just issued shows the king’s civil list 
for keeping up his court Increased soon after 
Edward ascended the throne. The list, 
which had been $860,000 In the case of his 
mother, was raised to $965,000, while the to- 
tal sum payable by the country to the royal 
family was increased to $2,350,000, as com- 
pared to $1,925,000 of the previous reign. 

The only private Inheritance falling to the 
king from his mother were the revenues 
from the duchy of Lancaster, amounting to 
$300,000 In the later years of the queen's 
life. This has risen to $305,000 for the king’s 
private use. The prince of Wales’ income 
also is improving, for, whereas the duchy of 
Cornwall, which is his appanage, only 
yielded $300,000 in 1886, last year’s return 
was $360,000, with over $60,000 carried for- 
ward to the next account. 

The king and queen celebrated the forty- 
first anniversary of their wedding day Thurs- 
day of this week. The event occasioned un, 
usual rejoicings at Windsor, where, at St. 
George’s chapel, his majesty married. The 
queen was 19 then and the king two years 
older. 


JAPANESE ARMY LEAVES SEOUL. 


Corean Soldiers Patrol the Carital and 
Foreign Legations Are Guarded 
: by Marines. 


SEOUL, March 12.—Detachments of Core- 
an soldiers marching up and down the main 
streets In the neighborhood of the palace at 
all hours of the day and evening give an air 
of martial activity to this city. But few 
Japanese soldiers Temain here. All hav+ 
gone north, and the foreign legations con- 
tinue to be guarded by marines. 

The American legation has thirty-five men 
on duty in the grounds, and others are 
quartered at American business houses for 
the sake of ‘better accommodations. For- 
elgners, however, feel perfectly safe, al- 
though there is more real business activity 
at Chemulpo. 

The Japanese authorities treat foreigners 
courteously. and have just given American 
Minister Allen permission to go to the front 
with a passage on a transport to Chinnampo, 
where he is expected to arrive today. 

War preparations continue here method- 
ically, while about 30,000 Coreans pursue 
their normal, everyday life, free from ex- 
citement. The funeral of the late empress 
dowager will take place on Monday next. 


WILL SOLVE BULGARIAN CRISIS. 


Signing of Agreement with Turkey, 
Which Is Regarded as Near, Puts 
. Off Chance of Rising. 


PARIS, March 12.—The foréign office ad- 
vices indicate that the signing of the Turk- 
ish-Bulgarian agreément is a matter of .a 
few hours, probably tomorrow. The officials 
say the immediate effect of the agreement 
will. be to permit the return of the Mace- 
dontan refugees from Bulgaria .to Turkey, 
and also taking off the onerous restrictions 
ageifist the admission into Bulgaria of goods 
from Turkey.. The agreement, too, is expect- 
ed: to exert a sajiutary influence on the gen- 
eral Turko-Bulgarian situatioh.

Surprise in the Courtroom. 


A belief that Marx might receive clemency 
from the jury made the verdict in his case 
of greater interest to the spectators than had 
been the others.

Neidermeier Charges Perjury.

* There was more perjured evidence in the 
case than I believed could be put in there,” 
he declared.’ “‘I got the only thing the jury 
could give me in the case, but where was 
there any evidence against me except the 
lies?

AGED “SQUATTER” IS TAKEN 
AFTER FIRING AT A POSSE. 


Ellis Bennett, Starved and Tired Out 


During 36 Hours in Hegewisch “‘Cas- 
tle,” Surrenders to Deputies’ Leader. 


Cutting through a barricaded door with an 
ax, Deputy Sheriff Long at 10:30 yesterday 
morning captured Ellis Bennett in his “ cas- 
tle,"” the Delaware house, on the shore of 
Wolf lake, Hegewisch. Shots had been ex- 
changed. 

Bennett’s exhaustion from his thirty-six 
hours’ vigil without food. in defiance of a 
posse of twenty-five men, had overcome him, 
and when Long entered the room he found 
the “squatter” seated on the bed, with 
sunken eyes and wasted cheeks. :

A sharp exchange of shots between Bennett 
and Deputy Sheriff Long at 6:30 o'clock in 
the morning had broken the monotony of the 
siege for Bennett.

Bennett had a loaded shotgun, a rifle, anda 
revolver. These were taken and he was 
brought to the Criminal court building, and\, 
accused of assault with intent to commit 
murder, and resisting an officer of the law. 
He is in jail, and will be arraigned on Wednes- 
day before Justice Wolff.

‘Onion Learue Club Declares 


and Enforced. 


‘TAKES UNANIMOUS VOTE. 


‘Speeches Made by Seeond and 
Third Ward Aldermen 
Others. 


The subject of the proposed repeal of the 
midnight closing ordinance was under dis- 


| cussion for nearly two hours yesterday after- 


‘hoon at a special meeting of the Union 
Teague club, attended by 150 members. By 
unanimous vote the club adopted the follow- 


| ing resolution: 


“ Resolyed, That the Union League club 
favors the retention and enforcement of the 
midnight closing ordinance. | 

* Resolved further, That the. secretary of 
the club communicate this action to the 
mayor and city council.” 

Wallace Heckman, president of the club, 
‘presided over the meeting, and some spirited 
addresses were made by.various members 
on the all night saloon problem. Those who 
spoke at length on the subject wefe Ald. 
Charles Alling, Ald. Milton J. Foreman, Ald. 
‘Willian 8. Jackson, and Raymond Robbins. 

_ Jackson Wants 1 O’Clock Closing. 

Ald. Jackson advocated the plan of allow- 
ing the saloons to remain open until 1 a. m. 
for ‘the accommodation of patrons whose 
hours of work are such as to keep them 
employed until midnight. This plan he 
argued would also be advantageous to down- 
town cafés that are especially patronized 
around midnight by playgoers. He thought 
such an extension of the time limit of closiing 
would only be fair and that the average 
citizen would raise no objection to it. He 
said he believed the law could be enforced 
with such an extension of time and did not 
think there would be any desire or disposi- 
tion on the part of the saloonkeepers to ig- 
nore the law. 

Foreman Objects to Ehemann Plan. 

Ald. Foreman attacked the Bhemann ordi- 
nance, especially that feature of it permit- 
ting saloons to remain open until stated hours 
onthe payment of additional license fees. 
He said the measure was a vicious one fn this 
respect, as it allowed concessions to’one that 
another perhaps could not get. Favored 
saloons, he said, could perhaps readily afford 
the extra expense, but there are many that 
could not. He said all should be treated alike. 

Ald. Alling took the stand that all saloons 
and bars attached to cafés should be closed 
at midnight. ‘ All night saloons,” he said, 
_“are simply loafing places for dissolute 

men and women, who disturb the peace and 
slumbers of respectable people.”’ 

Raymond Robbins, director of the munici- 
pal lodging house, made a bitter attack on 
the saloons in West Madison street and the 
barrel houses, which, he said, were simply a 
rendezvous for outcasts of every description, 
He favored closing all saloons at 12 o'clock,

Mayor Refuses Amusement License to

Mayor Harrison yesterday wrote “ No” 
on the application of Peter Duque de Estrada 
for an amusement license for the Wellington 
dance hall, 70 North Clark street.

PRISONER’S STORY SHOCKS GLEN 
ELLYN THAT FEARED HIM. 


Aged Carl Gentner’s Confession Causes 
His Neighbors to Impute to Him Most 
of the Offenses Committed in Their 
Village for Years Past—Officers Be- 

| Meve the Man Sane and Are Trying 
to Verify His Stories—He Repudiates 
Murder Tale. 


The confession of Carl Gentner, the shoe- 
maker in the Wheaton jail. who for years 
has been the terror of Glen Bilyn, has thrown 
that village into much excitement. With 
the exception of the murder, most of the 
crimes which the aged German has admitted 
can be proved, and there is no longer much 
doubt in the minds of the authorities as to 
his sanity. 

Louis Wagner. to whom he has told his 
story in fragments during the two weeks they 
have been cellmates, has been working under 
the direction of Deputy Sheriff C. B. Gorham 
in drawing out the confession. Further de- 
tails of the alleged murder of his friend are 
now needed, and the old residents of the vil- 
lage are trying to connect the disappear- 


ance of a shoemaker in 1880 with Gentner’s 


Repudiates the Murder Story.. 

When taken into the sheriff's private office 
yesterday afternoon to divulge his fellow 
prisoner's confidences Wagner sald: 

“ Gentner now says he did not murder the 
man, but that a friend of his by the name of 
Sayler killed a laborer, because of jealousy, 
an the body was buried under Gentner's 

rn.”’ j 

Pending further details, Marshal W. H. 
Churchill of Glen Ellyn will take no action 
toward finding the body, as the spot where 
Gentner’s barn stood is now buried under an 
eight foot embankment of the Aurora, Elgin 
and Chicago railroad. — 

The indictment charging arson under 
whic. Gentner is now tying in jail is In con- 
nection with the burning of the home of 
William H. Luther, Chicago and Northwest- 
ern station agent in Glen Ellyn, and indicates 
an unrelenting hatred. Shortly after Gent- 
ner went to Glen Ellyn in 1874 he was 
offended by Luther and swore to “ get even.”’ 
Five years ago Gentner was arrested for 
putting his wife out of doors on a cold win- 
ter night, and was finally sent to the insane 
asylum at Eigin. 

In a year he returned, but during his ab- 
sence Luther had been appointed a trustee 
of his estate. Mrs. Gentner had saved up 


-$580, and out of this money Luther paid her 


doctor bills. By the time Gentner returned 
there was only $65 left, and this went to his 
lawyers for fees. Gentner bore {ll will to 
Luther for using the money by order of the 
court, and this served to increase his pre- 
vious enmity. Yesterday aa he paced back 
and forth in his cell he kept repeating: . 

“I want my money. Mr. Luther got my 
money and he spent it. He can't prove that 
I burned his house. I will fix him when I 
get out.” 


Many Crimes Charged to Him. 

This was only one of the grudges which the 
old shoemaker cherished. All feared him, 
and most of the offenses which have been 
committed in Glen Ellyn in the last twenty 
years are now charged tohim. His alleged 
confession mentions the following: 

Burning of house of William C. N 
weeks before Luther fire. Loss Fale = 

Poisoning of a cow belonging to Henry Llewellyn, 


a neighbor. Liewellyn family still keep ear of 
corn with poison on it. 


Lying in wait with shotgun to kill Lather. 
Luther escaped by not coming. 

Countless minor depredations consisting of 
cruelty to animals or waste of property. 

Two weeks after the death of her husband 
Gentner proposed to Mrs. Robie of Glen Ellyn. 
She refused him, and that night her cow was 
tied to the railroad tracks and killed. 

Gentner is 74 years old and walks with a 
painful limp. 

“There are a lot more I'll fix when I get 
out of here,’’ -he said yesterday, as he fixeda 
suspicious look on the visitors. “I'm not 
done yet.”” 


FIRE PANIC IN A THEATER.

Portland, Me., March 12.—There was a fire 
and panic at the Jefferson theater this after- 
noon.

The pic- 
ture machine was in front of the main en- 
trance and every one on the floor crowded 
down the side exits. Women and children 
were pushed into the women’s dressing room 
and one of the windows was broken, througn 
which several women escaped. Several 
women and children were trampled upon 
and a number were injured. 

The fire was extinguished with slight dam- 
age and all! finally returned to their seats,

LORIMER MAKES AN ERROR 


MISJUDGES DISTRICT FEELING AS 
REGARDS DENEEN. - 


Orders Postmasters in the Sixth to 
Bring In Delegates for Lowden and 
Task Is Found a Hopeless One— 
Meeting Called by Henchmen at Mel- 
rose Park Proves a Demonstration 
for the State’s and 
File Control. 


Representative William Lorimer has mis- 
judged the sentiment of his district as re- 
gards the gubernatorial situation. When 
the campaign opened he called the postmas- 
ters within his jurisdiction together and 
said to them: 

“TI want you to bring in the delegates of 
your communities for Frank O. Lowden. 
Remember that in this fight the life of the 
organization is at stake.”’ 

Some of the postmasters endeavored to 
comply with the congressman’s wishes, but 
they soon discovered that the rank and file 
were not with them. The first attempt to 
round up and make a showing of strength in 
Lowden’s favor was made last night by 
Postmaster Burgoyne at Melrose Park, and 
it proved a dismal failure so far as the Lori- 
mer-Lowden interests are concerned. In- 
stead, it was a demonstration in behalf of 
Charles 8. Deneen and showed that the re- 
publicans of the Sixth district are as strong 
numerically for the state’s attorney as any 
other section of Cook county. 


Deneen Supporters in Control. 

Bergoyne had sent out notices for a meet- 

ing at Knights of Pythias hall, ostensibly 
to ** discuss’ the situation with references to 
candidates for governor,” but his intentions 
were to indorse Lowden’s candidacy. Eigh- 
teen or twenty men willing to stand by the 
postmaster put in an appearance. Then the 
hall began to fill wp, and the crowd became 
noisy. There were shouts for Deneen and 
also for Lowden. The postmaster became 
alarmed, and tried to explain that the meet- 
ing was not in the interest of any candidate, 
but to discuss the merits of all of them. 
Some one believed that he was prevaricating 
and made an open declaration to that effect. 

“ You came here expecting to indorse Low- 
den,” said several of the participants. “ You 
can’t do it, because this town is with De- 
neen.” 

As the discussion proceeded Mr. Bergoyne 
and his few followers saw they were in the 
minority and tried to force an adjournment. 
The majority, however, insisted on staying 
as long as anyone desired to be heard. Then 
resolutions were introduced indorsing the 
candidacy of Mr. Deneen. Again, and before 
the vote was taken, the Lowden contingent 
moved to adjourn. The motion was over- 
whelmingly voted down. 

A motion to adopt the resolutions was car- 
ried. 151 to 10, or by a majority of 141. This, 
indicates a greater per cent for Deneen 
than in any primary district in which there 
has been a test. During the meeting there 
were sixty-seven Deneen supporters waiting 
at another hall, where they understood it was 
to be held, so the majority might have been

OSTRICH WINS THR DERBY 


RICHARD’S ‘HORSE LANDS CRES- 
CENT CITY AT NEW ORLEANS. . 


Favorite Finishes a Length in Front 
-6f Auditor, Which Is the Second 
Choice at 7 to 5, While Conkling 
Reaches the Wire Third—Race Is 
Run in the Fast Time of 1:52 1-5— 
Allista Takes the First Event, Miss 
-Hopetal Being Practically Lett. 


New Orleans. March 12.—[{SpecialL]— 
Ostrich won the Crescent City Derby. this 
afternoon ‘in the presence of a great crowd 
at, the fair grounds, track. He -finished a 
length in front of Auditor. Conkling was 
third. The time for the mile ana an eighth 
journey was 1:52%. 

The winner is a bay colt by Order—Plum- 
age, and belongs to G. L. Richards. He 
furnished the exceptional instance of a win- 
ning favorite in the big race. On account of 
his steady, good races on the local track, Os- 
trich was the choice of the public this after- 
noon, going to the post at 6 to 5, while Au- 
ditor, the property of S.. 8. Brown, the 
wealthy Pittsburg steamboat man, was @ 
close second choice at 8 to 5. < 

The weather early in the day was threat- 
ening, but it-cleared and the afternoon waa 
‘pleasant and-the track fast. . 
’ "The time was faster than that of any nine 
furlong race that has been run at this track. 
The running of the race was in every way 
worthy ofa championship contest. The pace 
was fast, the contention at all times keen, 
and the finish close enough to arouse the wild- 
est enthusiasm from the magnificent crowd. 


How the Race Was Run. 


The race was run just as it had been figured. 
Auditor went to the front shortly after the 
start and Ostrich fell:in behind him. The 
first quarter, run in :24, found Auditor a 
length in front, Ostrich coming next in the 
closely bunched field a neck fh front of Conk- 


ling. 

The running positions during the pacemak- 
ing were settled and the order remained the 
same to the head of the stretch except for 
the slight advantage Conkling gained over 
Ostrich‘ at the half mile. Fuller began ~his 
move with Ostrich while they were running 
areund the stretch turn. His gain was slow 
and the jockey waited until fairly straight- 
ened and then sat down to hustle the favorite 
into his best effort. 

Helgesen, too,’ had occasion to begin work 
on Auditor, and when the pair came to the 
eighth post both jockeys were busy. A few 
more strides, however, and Auditor had 
reached his limit. 


Ostrich Goes to the Front. 


Ostrich began to forge to the front, and, 
realizing that the danger, if there should be 
any, must come from some other quarter, 
Fuller took a quick look at the struggling 
tail enders, and then, finding he had the 
race virtually won, satisfied himself with a 
vigorous hand ride to keep his mount up to 
the necessary speed limit, and when the fin- 
ish was reached Ostrich was a length in 
front and going away from the tired Auditor, 
Conkling retained his third position. Rain- 
land, the nearest of the others, was twelve 
lengths back and a length in front of Vestina 
Belle, which he had passed in the last quarter 
of a mile. Leila was beaten off and was 
eased up long before the finish. 

The time of the race by fractions was: 
:24; :48Y%; 1:13%; 1:39; 1:52%. The final time 
was four-fifths of a second faster than the 
best previous time recorded for the distance. 
This Derby day was a gala day in New 
Orleans. 


' Suggestion of Washington Park. 

The society crowd, which seldom visits the 
race course, was out in force, and not only 
was the grand stand filled, but there was 
the new feature of an infield that was a sug- 
gestion of Derby day at Washington park. 
It is something new for New Orleans to turn 
out a crowd to swell the infield attendance 
with fashionable equipages, but today they 
were there in abundance. The box section 
at the upper end of the stand was filled for 
the first time since that reservation was 
made for the club members and their friends. 

The Derby was worth $5,635, the winner's 
share being $4,625. G. L. Richards, the 
owner of Ostrich, was present, having come 
from Boston. It was the first stake of real 
importance won by one of his horses since he 
entered racing about a year ago. He made 
a substantial present to his trainer, Frank 
Lightfoot; gave Jockey Fuller $1,000, and 
distributed $500 among the stable hands. 

Hopeful Miss Practically Left. 

Good things at short prices were rife inthe 
three races that preceded the Derby; and two 
of them won. The failure was Hopeful Miss 
in the first race, for which she had the bet- 
ting call after being widely touted: She was 
practically left at the post, and with this 
factor out Allista, the second choice, had 
easy sailing. 

Floral King was not to be deprived of all 
honors on Derby day, so was slipped inic the 
five and a half furlongs sprint, in which the 
best he had to beat was Elsie L., over whom 
he was made a pronounced favori:>. ‘He won 
off by himself, thereby taking ths place that 
is probably rightfully his, tha: of a good 
sprinter.

THORNTON STAKES SATURDAY. 


Horsemen Believe the Mark of 7:11 
Hung Up by Lucretia Borgia Can Be 
Broken in the Unique Long Distance 
Event at Emeryville if Conditions 
Are Favorable—Two Additional En- 
tries Made—Claude Looks lAke a 
Certain Winner. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 12.—[Special.] 
If the rain, which has fallen almost daily 
for six weeks, would only cease, so the Em- 
eryville track could become as fast as it 
was in January, it is believed by many horse- 
men that the four mile record of 7:11 held 
by Charlie Boots’ old mare Lucretia Borgia— 
made against time, not in a race—could be 
broken in next Saturday’s race for the 
Thornton stakes, California's famous four 
mile annual event. 

Following its usual custom, the California 
Jockey club reopened the Thornton stakes 
for additional entries fifteen days prior to 
the racé, any new competitors to pay $50 
for the privilege of entering at the eleventh 
hour, with $75 additional to start. This is 
considered just. The forty-three entries 
made last fall paid $10 each, with §50 extra 


to start 

Two additional entries were made. They 
are J. F. Newman's 4 year old brown filly 
Our Bessie, by Lord Dalmeny—Bessie Biss- 
land, and Dr. J. A. Kyle’s 5 year old bay 
geiding Keynote, by Chorister—Rapture. 
Chorister was one of the two colts that 
carried J. R. & F. P. Keene's white and 
blue spots in the World's Fair Derby at 
Chicago eleven years ago.

An excellent and sensible feature of the 
conditions for this now almost unique long 
distance race is the arbitrary fixing of the 
weights several pounds below the scale. The 
weights are 86 pounds for 3 year olds, 109 
for 4 year olds, 125 for 5 year olds, and 116 
for horses 6 years old and upward, with the 
usual allowances for mares and geldings. 
One of the incomprehensgible features of the 
weight for age scale is that a horse 5 years 
old or more is required to carry seven or 
eight pounds more in a gruelling four mile 
race than in a six furlong dash. 


Field Will Be Small. 


Of the forty-five horses eligible for this 
year’s race not more than six or seven are 
likely to start. The field most probably wi'l 
come from the following: Rio Shannon, last 
year’s winner, 116 pounds; The Way, winner 
of a three mile race at New Orleans, 115; 
Nones, winner last winter of the Ghristmas 
handicap at a mile and a quarter with 118 
pounds up and second to Siddons, to which 
he was giving thirteen pounds, in last year’s 
Waterhouse cup race at two miles and a 
quarter, 113, Expedient and Veterano, the 
latter recently second for the Waterhouse 
cup, 118 each; Claude, Incubator, and Ho- 
ratius, 108 each; Keynote, 112; Our Pride, 104 
pounds. 

‘It looks easy to pick the winner in that field. 
Fit and well on the day of the race, M. J. 
Daly’s four time Derby colt and winner of 
many other stakes, Claude, should win just 
about as his rider, Johnny Daly, pleases. 
Young Daly has developed into a fine horse- 
man and is quite the best jockey here, not 
counting ‘“‘ The Iceman,’’ H. Spencer, who 
rarely accepts a mount. Burns and Bullman 
have not been riding well this winter, and 
J. Daly has it on both of them.

a. courtesy to his prominent employers his 
sentence included a provision that he ride 
only thefr horses, but as they sell off all in 
training Monday, it is an empty compliment. 
Indirectiy Beli’'s suspension was brought 
about by J. Daly’s rough riding the day 
previous. Daly, who is usually the fairest 
rider, had the mount on Yellowstone in 
the first race on Wednesday, and In the back- 
stretch nearly knocked down Martin on 
Captivate and C. Smith on Sunello. Daly 
was reported for this by Patrol Judge Hay- 
mon and was set down for five days on all 
raounts outside of his father’s stable. He 
had always ridden Polonius well and the 
horse is in form just now. When Daly was 
Bell was secured to ride Polonius, 
and his indefinite suspehsion was the result. 


Daly Is the Best Jockey. 

J. Daly is easily the best jockey here, and is 
worth almost as much as the racehorse 
Claude to his father. Of lightweight jockeys 
J. T. Sheehan, a much improved rider, is best, 
and Oliphant is the best apprentice.

An overabundance of clubs and a dearth of 
fighters of sufficient class to draw paying 
crowds is the status of pugilism in Chicago 
at the present writing. Beginning with the 
cluba we have—the Waverly, American. Bat- 
tery D, Ninth Ward Guard, Ashley, Ariel, 
Ivanhoe,. King Dodo, the Columbia Yacht, 
and Chicago Athletic—the latter two private 
organizations. and any number of fly by 


+} night, or maverick, cliibs that piteh their 


arenas in basements, handball courts, and in 
back rooms of saloons, and all but the two 
private organizations named, depend on 
the lovers of the sport for existence. 

Of these the Battery D, American, and the 
Waverly are of the higher class. The two 
last named will bid for patronage on March 
14 and 21 respectively with good attractions. 
The Ashley held its initial show Thursday 
night and the Ariel will make its first rife 
on March 16. The Ninth ward is about even 
on shows held thu far. The managers of 
the Ivanhoe and the King Dodo have not as 
yet come to blows regarding an equal division 
of their profits and the mavericks have man- 
aged to gather enough shekels to pay their 
fighters at rummage sale prices. | 

Big Clubs Pay Best. . 

The only club that has entered figures on. 
the winning side of its ledger is the Battery 
D, and that because of its large arena and 
its luck tn securing high class: attractions. 
It has been‘ the most pretentious organiza- 
tion of its kind-in the city, but will have 
strong rivals when the American and the 
Wawserly break into the game. From pres- 
ent indications the last three clubs named 
will outshine all of the others as to securing 
high class talent, and with an equal division 
of dates and fair dealing regarding their 
matches they should, for a time at least, be 
financially successful. Fortunately their re- 
spective arenas are situated on the three 
sides of the city—the west, north, and south 
—which gives them each a large population 
to draw from. | 
Chicago can support three clubs nicely, 
but the ever liberal patrons of the sport de- 
mand the best the market affords, so it be- 
hooves the clubs to furnish star attractions. 
And there comes the rub. With the market 
practically depleted, where will they unearth 
these attractions? Looking the pugilistic 
field over carefully we find a few ofthe old 
timers, the majority of whom have seen 
their: best fighting days, and a scarcity of 
new comers, hardly numerous enough to 
meet the demands of continuous fighting, 
such as is in vogue in this city. 

Among the old ones, .beginning with the 


‘big fellows, we find Jeffries, Fitzsimmons, 


Corbett, Sharkey, and Ruhlin. Of these 
Ruhlin and Fitzsimmons can only be se- 
cured to engage in six round tilts. 

Light Heavyweights. 

In the next division we have Gardner, Root, 
MeCoy, Hart, Carter, and the local fighter, 
John Willé, all available. They could furnish 
three bouts, and with the matching of the 
winners three more interesting contests could 
be scraped up. In the middleweight class 
the list shows Ryan and O’Brien as the best, 
not including Fitzsimmons: Charlie Mce- 
Keever, “ Twin ” Sullivan, Hugo Kelly, Mike 
Schreck, Noah Brusso, and several!) others not 
so well known locally, from which a half 
dozen or more good bouts could be staged. 
All of those named, barring Jeffries and Cor- 
bett, haye been seen here in contests, but they 
are good enough to make the rounds again. | 
There is a. scarcity of. first class welter- 
weights, unless we include some of the so- 
called Hightweights who find it difficult to 
fight at less then 138 or 140 pounds, weigh in 
some time during daylight. In this batch 
Walcett looms up as the best, but his services 
are not in demand in this neck of the woods. 
Among the others we find the names of Mar- 
tin Duffy, also Noah Brusso, who is a light 
middleweight, Rube Ferns, Charlie Burns, 
Billy Mellody, Mike Ward, Matty Mathews, 
and ‘a few others not so favorably known. 
Of these all but Ward have shown their 
fistic stunts at local clubs. : 

Gans Leads Lightweights.

There are a number of other fairly 
good feathers scattered throughout the coun- 
try, but loca! patrons of the sport demand a 
better knowledge of their fistic abilities be- 
fore they cough up their tron dollars to see 
them in action. 
Outloek Is Not Bright. 


The list of names submitted and the mass 
that could be submitted with a more care- 
ful survey of the pugilistic fleld would make 
a formidable array for the fight promioters to 
select from, but after a systematic weeding 
out of the good from the bad and indifferent 
but few would be left to guarantee the pro- 
moters the price of a bird and a cold bottle. 
Such being the case, the future financial out- 
look for the boxing game in Chicago does not 
appear any too bright. The maverick clubs, 
satisfied with small results and/with smalier 
losses, will continue in business and like the 
shoestring peddler will change their locations 
wherever prospects to pick up a\stray dollar 
appear the brightest. The more pretentious 
organizations, under big expense beforé they 
open their doors, may pull through until 
they have played all the star performers, 
after which, unless their patrons stand for a 
fepetition, they will have a hard row to hoe, 

Now to the fighters and their value as at- 
tractions. It is a well known fact that when 
the game is moving along smooth grooves, 
that is to say on supposedly prosperous lines, 
they have an exalted opinion of their value. 

They demand all kinds of monetary guar- 
antees with the privilege of an enormous 
percentage of the gross receipts and as a 
rule are no respecters of promoters: They 
labor under the impression that clubs must 
have them or close up shop. which in a sense 
is correct, but they overlook the fact that if 
there were no clubs their services would not 
be required. Promoters, as a rule, have 
means of support other than running fistic 
organizations and are therefore not depend- 


| ing on fighters for an existence. They are 


willing to live and let live, but they draw the 
line on holding shows just for the mere pleas- 
ure of it. A case in point cropped out fn the 
Jack Johnson-John Wille match several days 
ago. Johnson, according to reports, agreed 
to stop Wille within six rounds or forfeit the 
long end of the purse, but when he learned 
that Wille was to eive the largest amount 
of money, win, lose,-or draw, he demanded 
an equal or stated amount. This the man- 
agement agreed to, but Wille, it is said, 
balked on how the battle should be fought. 
The match did not warrant the purse offered 
and if the club had staged it it would have 
booked a loser. 
Kid Carter Defaults. 

The fighters, of course, took a different 
view of it, but were wrong nevertheless. 
It might be said the club erred in offering 
them a stated sum, but it was sorely in need 
of a windup contest, having been thrown 
down by Kid Carter, and it was willing to 
play to a losing house rather than postpone 
its show. There is no arguing the point 
that fighters are worth all they can get, but 
at times they overestimate their value, or, if 
not that, forget the fact the pronidters are 
responsible for their market value. A pair 
of fighters are worth just what they can 
draw, and, being interested parties to a box- 
ing show, should, like the management, take 
a gamble on the receipts. 

Fighters, however, should not be asked to 
shoulder all the blame regarding their mone- 
tary requests, as the promoters in quest of

DEATH REMOVES FROM TURF A 
. MOST REMARKABLE ANIMAL. 


Bénutiful Bells, Which Expired at Cal- 
ifornia Ranch, Was 32 Years Old,an 
Age “Not Often Approackead by 
auines—Tremendous Vitality Was 
*-Also' a Characteristic, but She Was 
“a Crazy Headed Mare, Which Caused 
“Trainers Trouble.

When Beautiful Bells died the other day 


many wonderful colt trotters, a brief. 
note in the dispatches was all that chronicled , 
the passing of a mare that in many ways 
Was one .of the most remarkable of her. 


Zs, begin with, Beautiful Bells was 32 
years old, having been foaled in 1872, and 
therefore reached an age not often ap- 
proached by horses. Not only was she an 
old mare, but unquestionably the spright- 
Mest of her are ever seen, as, although she 
had been barren and a pensioner for several 
years, her last foal having been born in 
1807, the famous matron up toa short time 
before her death was well able to take care 
of herself, and manifested as much interest 
in. svhat was going on around her, as would. 
the average horse of 20. This tremendous: 

Was always a characteristic of Beau- 
Saiful Selis. When she was a coit there was 
plenty of trouble tn store for those who had 
the job of breaking her to harness. But she 
Showed speed at the trot from the start and. 
took.her record of 2:29% at 4 years,. which 
Was @ pretty creditable performance in those 
Gays of old fashioned sulkies and tracks not 

- apy too good. 74 
Not Successful as a Racer. 

‘But as a race nag Beautiful Bells was not 
@ Success. There was too much nerve force 
On tap all the time. She was a pronounced 
puller, which is fatal to the success of any 
hor@e as a race winfer, and in addition to 
tis fault she wae inclined to break at the 
eritical mement of a heat.

When Beautiful Bells left the turf and:

She 
produced eighteen consecutive foals, among 
them four world’s trotting champions among 
colts) as follows:. Hinda Rose, champion 
yearling and champion 3 year old trotter; 
Bell Boy. champion 2 year old trotting stal-

Adbell, champion yearling trotter. Then 
gee what her sons have done inthe way of 
Siring speed at the trot and pace.

(otter with a mark of 2:08%, and in Fan- 
tasy, the 83 year old trotting champion of 
her’ day, 2:08%, a performance that has 
never been equaled by a trotter of that age. 
Up to the close of 18938 Chimes had sired 
forty-seven trotters and twenty-four pacers 
With standard records, thirteen of his gons 
had sired standard speed, and fifteen of his 
Gaughters had produced it. St. Bell had 
forty-seven trotters and nine pacers in the. 
l1iét up to the samé time, and eleven of his 
sons and four of his daughters had produced 
standard speed. Bell Boy, which was short 
lived, left twelve trotters and two pacers, 
five of his sons and four daughters being 
producers.

The Chicago-Philadelphia telegraphic chess 
match scheduled for March 11 and 12 has 
been postponed until March 25 and 26, in or- 
der that the clubs may select a chess code 
which will accurately convey ali kinds of 
information in scant phraseology.

GOLFERS AVERSE TO CHANGES. 


Local Players Do Not Favor the Addi- 
tion of More Medal Play in Ama- 
teur Championship. 


News of proposed changes in the methods 
of conducting the amateur golf champion- 
ship came as a surprise to local golfers, and 
the innovation.is evidently of eastern origin.

BUSINESS IN LONDON DEPRESSED 
AND DEALERS DISCOURAGED. 


Members of Stock Exchange Who Usu- 


ally Are Best Customers Unable to 
Purchase Anything—Credit Custom- 
ers Are Slow in Paying and Whole- 
salers Are Blue—Prices of Dinmonds 
Continue Higher, While Emeralds 
Become Prohibitive in Value.

LONDON, March 12.—Possibly no business 
has felt the general depression more than 
the jewelry trade. -‘‘ There is no disguising 
the fact,” says the manager of one of the 
leading west. side firms, “ that trade is bad. 
Members of the stock exchange, who form a 
‘large part of the ready money customers, 
have not been in a position to. buy jewelry, 
while the credit customers are slow in pay- 
ing.’’ 

A large wholesale dealer when asked his 


opinion on the depression, cried out emphat-. 


ically: “Trade? Why, there isn't any. 
Never have I known things in such a state. 
Everybody wants to sell and nobody wants 


to buy.” 
But all this doesn’t make stones in the 
wholesale market any cheaper. On the con- 


trary, diamonds are dear. The output of the 
mines being in the hands of a syndicate, the 
supply is regulated according to the demand. 
Emeralds are almost prohibitive in price, 
ranging from three to ten times the price of 
diamonds. 

Rubies are not doing much, the public

M. P., holds a remarkable record for libel 
actions brought against him as proprietor 
of Truth. When on Thursday a jury award- 
ed Dr. Dakhly of Paris $50,000 for libel, in 
which it was alleged he was not a duly qual- 
ified practitioner—that he was, in fact, a 
quack—this constituted the forty-fourth ac- 
tion for Mbel since Truth first made its ap- 
pearance in 1880. It was also the high water 
mark in the matter of damages. Labouchere 
was ordered to pay. The awards never be- 
fore went much above $2,500. Then there 
are costs, which in unsuccessful actions 
must have amounted to thousands. But 
Truth did not lose by any means all the ac- 
tions, for nineteen were won outright, eight 
Jost, in two the jury disagreed, five were 
settled, and ten withdrawn by plaintiffs.

Alive to Situation.

Meanwhile Plymouth 
is going ahead with endeavors to catch some 
of the coveted transatiantic passenger and 
mail traffic. The quays at Devonport will 
be completed in a few weeks, which Plym- 
outh expects ought to be a further induce- 
ment to Atlantic liners calling there, espe- 
cially as arrangements have been made for 
accelerated train service to London dating 
from April 9. The work of landing passen- 
gers and dispatching them to London will 
be intrusted to the London and Southwest- 
ern railway company. 


Comfort for Passengers.

Opening of Parliament.

“THE WAR DURING THE WEEK. 

No military action of large importance 
took place during the last week—or at Jeast 
the reports of no such action have reached 
America. 

On Monday a Japanese squadron of seven 
ships, apparently under command of Vice 


tok at long range for less than an hour. 
The Russians did not reply, and apparently 
received little damage. The Japanese 
squadron was looking for the four Russian 
cruisers -whicli have had their headquarters 
at Viadivostok, but did not find them. That 
squadron probably lay in ci harbor during 
the bombardment. ‘ 

On Thursday morning siecle Japanese 
squadron bombarded Port Arthur, but with- 
out particular damage to the place. The 
Russians believe that one shell from their 


‘batteries seriously damaged a Jap cruiser. 


This is quite possible: Ships atsacking forts 
always run such risks. 

Thursday night a new feature in the naval 
warfare occurred—namely: a fight between 
torpedo boats. According to the Russian 
accounts, they got the worst of it, for they 
lost a torpedo boat destroyer and their ene- 
mies a torpedo boat. Destroyers are twice 
as big and over twice as expensive as tor- 
pedo boats. . 

The land operations remain obscure. The 
main Japanese army in Corea has evi- 
dently pressed northward, for but a small 
garrison remains in Seoul. How far this 
northern advance has reached is uncertain. 
One day the report came that it had crossed 
the Yalu and was on Manchurian soil; the 
next day there were stories of fighting at 
Pingyang Russian and Japapvese 
outposts. Pingyang is a hundred miles south 
of the Yalu. 

The American state department heard 
that Japanese had landed on the Liaotung’ 
peninsula from transports. There ‘was 
merely a bare announcement; no details have, 
been received. 

In the absence of military news the col- 
umns of the papers have been filled with 
much diplomatic fact and fancy. One of 
the most curious incidents was the state- 
ment from a “high Russian official” that 
Secretary Hay was the enfant terrible of 
world politics; that he was X; and that his 
note about the neutralization of China had

‘and preserving the administrative entity of 
China could! have ditchell the European 
chancellories it is hard to understand. Un- 
less, indeed, the chancellories were for par- 
tition and, consequently, the closed door. | 
If that is the case, and Secretary May 
ditched them, it was well done. 

Berlin reports that Russia is undertaking 
a systematic press campaign to win the sym- 
pathies of England and America. If the 
report be true, the interview about, Secre- 
tary Hay as X is understandable. It would 
obviously be to the advantage of those 
whose interests have clashed with American 
foreign policy to have the American peo- 
ple regard their state department as rash, 
impulsive, and unbalanced. Other features 
of this press propaganda are said to be an 
emphasis of the likelihood of a yellow peril 
in case of Japanese victory, and a stress 
upon Russia’s Christianity as opposed to 
Japan’s paganism. 

It has been: pointed out that Japan has 
‘declared, both before and since the war be- 
gan, that she stood for 2nd would continue 
to s :ud for the integrity of China and 
Corea. In that case the victory of Japan 
would be followed by no injurious effects to: |) 
American commerce in those parts of the 
orient. The Japs have always scrupulously 
observed their diplomatic promises. An- 
other guarantee that Japan will keep her 
promise—if she wins—lies in the fact that 
her ally, England, is strongly in favor of 
Chinese integrity and the open door, and 
for the same reason as the United States— 
trade. In spite of pressure Russia has not 
indicated how she would treat Corea in the 
event of her victory. 


NEGRO CHURCHES. 

Chicago has a negro problem of its own. 
It has a black belt extending with inter- 
ruptions from Harrison street south ‘to 
Fiftieth, lying along State street as its 
backbone. About 40,000 colored people in- 
| habit it. No one’can deny that this shifting 
and shiftless population is as fatal to the 
physical improvement of the region as any- 
thing well could bé. Southern indifference 
to decay and southern lack of initiative lie 
over it like a stifling clond. Yet the black 


| belt is a tangible reality that must be faced 


along with the other neighborhood problems 
which this hybrid city presents. It cannot 
| be ignored. It must be assimilated and it 
' must be made better. 

In the work of inghrovement the negro 
churches stand supreme and practically un- 
aided. It is not mere religious emotional- 
ism with its unconscious appeal to inherited 
roodooism that is preached from these pul-“ 
pits. It is morality, ethics, and common 
} sense. The colored preachers are leading 
their congregations in their slow, lazy drift 
towards manhood and good citizenship, Ip 
terms that no white miuister would dare 
employ they tell the young negroes that 

“craps,” loose morals, and corner loafing 
do the race more harm than a score of lyncb- 
ings. They iterate and reiterate the truthful 
assertion that a northern community can- 
not respect the n na until he begins to re- 
spect himself, until he draws-some distine- 
tion in his own adjustment of social strata 
between the gambler, the loafer, and the 
wife beater on the one band, and the re- 
} spectable, clean living worker on the other. 

When the failure of the waiters’ strike last 
fall was said to have deprived the colored 
man of this avenue of employment, pastors 
of. the Afro-American churches openly re- 
joiced because they believed that Chicago's

ANDREW JACKSON 

Next Tuesday will be the 137th anniversary of 
the birth of Andrew Jackson. 

Dickinson had fired. Jackson did not do 
anything theatrical or sentimental. He did 
not exclaim that honor had been satisfied. 
He did not discharge his revolver at a pass- 
ing cloud. He took steady aim. Dickinson 


stood waiti with dismay and terror on his 
‘face. The shot rang out. That right Dick- 
died. 


Jackson had not escaped unhurt. Dickin- 
‘son’s bullet had broken one of his ribs, 
When ‘his second expressed his surprise 
that the pain had got brought the duel to an 
end, Jackson rephed: “ By the eternal, I 
would’ have killed him if he had shot me 
through the brain.” 

At this time Jackson had been public 
prosecutor. He had also been judge in the 
Superior courts of Tennessee, It did not 
seem to him incongruous that he should 
spend part of his life enforcing the law and 
part of it killing his fellow cjtizens. He was 
the first president who carried to Washing- 
ton in his own person the lawless violence 
of the west. His boisterous quarrels with. 
innumerable political enemies, his challenge 
to Bcott and his duels with Dickinson, 
Avery, Benton, and others, all sanctified by 
his election to the highest office in the gift 
of the people, set an example and confirmed 
a practice which the civilized nations of the 
world liave not been slow to urge against 
the United States. 

But it was not only western violence that 
Jackson typified and represented. It was 
also western democracy. Jackson was the 
first president from west of the Alleghanies. 
Former presidents had been chosen largely 
because the voters said: “ Here is a man 
who knows more than we do, and who will 
be able to manage our affairs with superior 
intelligence.” Jackson was chosen largely 
because the voters said: ‘“ He is one of us.” 

The remote, sheltered provinciality that 
bred in the west a contempt for everything 
foreign and a particular hatred for every- 
‘thing English; the vulgar arrogance that 
suspected education and that hailed illiter- 
ate prejudice as “ plain common sense ”; the 
inflated rhetoric that described the exploits 
of a backwoods county in language in which 
Cicero would have hesitated to describe the 
exploits of Rome—these western character- 
istics found instant response in Jackson’s 
bosom and instant in his cour- 
ageous public life. 

For if the west was bainiielons it was also: 
courageous. It had none of that cowardice 
which is so often revealed when the bubble 
of bumptiousness is pricx:1. It hed fixed 
upon the principle which is yet to dominate 
the world, that progress must be made by 
the body of the people and not alone by the 


advance guard of superior intelligences. 


This principle, with all its iniial vulgarity 
and provinciality, had its own vulgar, pro- 
vincial, courageous, and masterfn) cham- 
pion in Jackson. In him we cen see the 
most debasing incidents gonnected with the

As an illustration of what in meant ly a 
debasing incident, observe the way in wbéch 
Jackson... debased ‘the civil:service. The

troduction of New York spoils methods into 
federal politics. This alliance between the 
democracy of the west, with its xocial and 
politicalleveling, and thé demucracy of the 
east, with its moral and persdnal levelin,, 
made Jackson's administration in a Jonble 
sense the premiere of the modern Demos 
on the national stage. When Senater Marry 
of New York’said in 1831: “‘ To the victors 
belong the spoils,”” he announced an accom- 
plished fact. 

But ‘shall nothing. be said of Jackson's 
rush against the Creeks, of his New Orleans 
‘victory over the English, of his supercilious, 
nonchalant conquest of Florida, of his 
swashing blows at the United States bank, . 
and of his stern hint to the nullifying geces- 
sionists in South Carola? What-can be 
said of them except that they all illustrate 
his restless resolve to get at every hostile 
‘thing and to crush it? [ft Jockson had known 
that a dancing dervish in the Soudan had 
criticised’ his attitude toward the United 
States deposits in the bank he would, if 
possible, have chased that-dervish around 
the rims of both hemispheres to the point 
either of recantition or of chastisement. 

Jackson's hostility to the bank was not 
an economic opinion. He knew nothing 
about: economic history, theory, or practice. 
His Jétters and papers show that so far as 
‘the bank was concerned*he was possessed 
not so much by an opinion as by a supersti- 
tion. A marsh fire goblin called “ the money 
power ” sat on his shoulders and rode him 
into the contest. That the destruction of the 
bank was a blessing to the country may.or 
may not be admitted. That Jackson's share 
in the process can be ascribed to anything 
but prejudice is clearly “disproved by Sache 
son's own written manifestoes. 

In the nullification episode we again en- 
counter prejudice as much as conviction. 
Jackson had allowed Georgia to repudiate 
the laws of the United States and to defy 
the Supreme court. e South Carolina 
nullifiers presumed on this record. They 
forgot that Calhoun, the head and front of 
South Carolina nullification, was Jackson's 
pet aversion. The blow at South Carolina | 
was a blow at Calhoun. “And, as Sumner | 
‘has said, if Jackson had hit Georgia he 
neyer would have had to hit again. His 
failure to hit where no personal enemy was 
concerned, and his zeal in aitting where the 
top of an enemy’s head appeared, were both 
characteristic of the man.

CONSUMPTION AND PNEUMONIA. 
Be. In the United States in 1899, 105,971 peo- 
ple died of pneumonia as against 109,750 
who died of tuberculosis of the lungs. As 
comparative numbers they stood appallingly 
cloge together. - 

But even in the matter of human life there 
may be economic differentiation. Economi- 
cally it is a fact of tremendous significance 
that 33,807 of the victims of pneumonia were 
under 2 years old! Human lives, it is true; 
infants which might have had vital bear- 
ing upon the future“of society and state. 
Yet from the economist’s point they were 
physical weaklings upon which little had 


is of inconsiderable peril until the age of 10 
years. Between the ages of 15 and 19 years, 
however, its black shadow has eclipsed that 
of pneumonia, and between_the ages of 20 
and 24 years it hus reached its maximum 
in 16,081 deaths in one year, Human lives? 
Yes, lives that are just equipped for the 
beginning of life and living—lives upon. 
which maximum has been “eae in pre- 
paring for life. 

For 1899 the census lowed 24, 905 deaths 
between 15 and 45 years from pneumonia 
as against the 72,060 from tuberculosis.. At 
the flood tide of life phthisis takes three 
times as many.people as pneumonia. 

But of the 24,905 victims of pneumonia 
there are other facts of vital bearing. Broad- 
ly speaking, the victim of pneumonia is a 
weakling. The veteran Dr. N. 8. Davis of 
Chicago long ago suggested that in the casg 
of a drunkard’s contracting pneumonia, his 
coffin might as well be ordered. The same 


‘system weakéned by any other means, The 
reports of the censts show that from 55 
years to 70 there is an increase in deaths 


sponding decrease from tuberculosis. 
Pneumonia is hideous enough, but it is 
the finding of the medical profession that 


must do most for -him that may be done, 
Tuberculosis is regarded as the one great 
death ageucy in civilization in which the 
piysician finds greatest hope for experi- 
mentation and treatment. 


. THE = WOMEN GO TOO FAST. 

The National League of Women’s Or- 
ganizations has asked every clergyman in 
the United States to ask every man in his 
congregation to write to his senators re- 
questing them, “‘in view of the evidence 
already presented in the case of Reed Smoot, 
to vote against the retention of said Smoot 
_in the highest law making body of the coun- 
try.” This is an assumption that the evi- 
dence already. given is conclusive of guilt 


Smoot” may produce. 

Is not this feminine appeal a little pre- 
mature? The testimony heard thus far 
has been damaging to some of the men who 
gave it, but has revealed no positive crim- 
inality on the part of Smoot. What Presi- 
dent Smith has said would be enough to 
justify his expulsion if he were a senator. 
The same is true of Apostle Lyman. The 
senate cannot punish them for their sins, 
but. it can make Smoot, a: scapegoat and 
dtive him oufinto the wilderness. Whether 
this is. compatible, with, ;stri¢t justice as 
ordinarily underst among men does not 
‘Interest the. women who are planning an 
epistolary campaign against the senate. 

The testimony thus. far given shows that 
Senator Smoot as an apostle is in bad com- 
pany. That was how poor dog Tray got 
ito trouble. But shall a man be e expelled 
from the senate for no other reason than 


addicted to immoral, criminal practices? 
‘Shall he be expelled before he has put in 
any testimony in his own behalf? Senator 
Smoot may be a chief among sinners, but 
it has not been proved yet. 

. It is a masculine theory that both sides 
ought to be heard before pronouncing judg- 
ment. There may he some old women in 
the senate, but most of the senators are 
men, imbued with masculine prejudices in 
favor of “fair play ’’ and “ hear the other 
side.’” No matter how damaging to Smoot 
the testimony already given may be in their 
opinion, they will not pronounce judgment 
until he has had his day in court—not even 
if millions of women penaen:: them to punish 
him—-unheard.

ple’ whom they would not lift a finger to 
harm, and whose sufferings they have sym- 
pathized with. But the refugee Jews, who 
have suffered so much, have had few oppor- 
tunities as yet to - know that a Christian is 
not necessarily a persecutor.- 

‘While it is natural that the Jew from 
eastern Europe should wish to settle on 
the seaboard, where his people are, he stands 
in his:owh light by doing so. \ He congests 
the labor market. He is driven into the 
sweatshop. . He cuts himself off from the 
diversified opportunities of employment to 
be found in the interior. But when he un- 
derstands that there are no Christian per- 
secutors in this country he leaves the Ghettos 
of his own’ making, goes out to make his 
fortune, and makes it.

The Lasts of Other Thlags Reason for Leat. 
BY THE REV. H. P. NICHOLS. 


1904: By the Marquise de Fontenay, 


- 
RE men ae bad as the theologian and | 
the preacher make them out to be? 
Not in the uniform and technical way 
in .which they. are called bad, but by 
the side of the staridards of the gospel 
and by the measure of their own awakened 
conscience they are as bad, as far from good, 
as any preaching puts them. Everyday life 
is constantly choking out the spiritual} naturé. 
The parable of the sower is perhaps the 
best presentation of the way men treat re- 
ligion. Some harden themselves, some give 
it.a light and passing interest, some receive 
it enthusiastically and then choke it out from 
their crowded lives. 
St. Mark tells us that one of the things. 


‘| which choke out religion is the lusts of other - 


things 

Men start right. They go to church, hear 
and receive the gospel, enroll themselves in 
the church's membership. plan their part in 
duty and. service. By and by they are found 
but rarely at church, are present at the 
Lord’s table only on a great festival, drop 
their sense of resporisibility for the church’s 
maintenance and life. What is the reason? 
The lusts of other things. 


What does it matter if a man’s spiritual - 


nature is being choked? He is honest, good 
to his family, a respectable citizem He has 
other things in hand; what matter, that he 
loses his religious life? Let his neighbors all 
imitate him. Let a generation grow up with- 
out any of the religion which ‘he had in his . 


terial interests, without any spiritual ideals 
behind them. Weeds are ready to grow in 
every garden. A Godless, Christless, church- 
less world would be a world of beasts, though 
they were twentieth century beasts, edu- 
cated, refined, ingenious. A material mas- 
tery, gained at the expense of spiritual earr- 
estness, would turn its Ingenuity to devising 
the quickest ending for life. The loss of 
spiritual quality, from human life is the loss 
in the long run of humanity’s one reason for 
being. 


The lusts of other things put that spir- 
itual quality most in peril. These “ other 
things -that' men desire. lust after, are 
not bad things., They are even necessary 
for the lower ranges of human life. They 
are’ allowed to become “absorbing. They 
use up all the vitality ofthe man; he hag. 
nothing to spare for the Righer. The peril 
to religion, the lose church worship’ 
and chureh consecration are not#o much 
to hardness of heart, to vicious living, as to. 
material preoccupation, lusts of other 
things are a reason for the pause and the 
searchlight of Lent. 

What! in the large, are these “ other 
things” that choke out religion? ‘There is, 
first, one’s occupation, that which it is one's 
business to doin the world. The seed of re- 
ligion once sown and rooted, we go to our 
work, the school, the home, the store. To 
that a man owes his best. Yet all material 
work should be from a recognized spiritual 
background. Bread is earned, the house is 
ordered, the lesson is mastered not merely 
‘to satisfy the craving of appetite, to enjoy 
one’s ease, to know one more language and 
die. . An ideal vision lurks within all such 
material activity, even in the grossest nature, 
of serviee to the world, of bringing in the 
kingdom, of ripening on. to the divine. All 
work, in the profession, the home, the study, 
gets at once inspiration and value from the 
spiritual purpose in the life of man. To 
choke the spiritual nature with material oc- 
cupation Is as the sin‘of the gluttén, who 
destroys the body with the body’s own sus-. 
tenance. 

Companionships are\a second lust of other 
things that choke religion. Companionship 
,.is as essential to a man as work. It may 
debase or it may ennoble him. We make it 
our first concern to secure for our children 
companions we can trust. We leave the’ 
spiritual light in our own matured lives to 
be dimmed fn the attractive company of the’ 
careless, the cynical, and the irreligious. 

Love of novelty is another and showy weed 
that chokes the spiritual life in man.- The’ 
latest book, discovery, amusement’ leads us 
all captive and lands us far from what has 
done the best work for our lives, from all we 
hold dear. A creed or a sect is not accredited 
because it is new. Man’s deeper life needs 
not new truths or new methods so much asa 
fresh presentation of the old and tried: a 
deeper earnestness in using and commending 
what he has as God's 


To the uprooting of thease lusts of 
other things, absorbing business, unwise 
ftiendships, a running after novelties, Lent 
‘bids us. 

It is not the openly defiant transgressors of 
law that occasion questioning anxiety inthe 
hearts of religious people today. It is rather 
those who, with good seed sown and taking 
a promising start, are failing to bear fruit: 
because of the lusts of other things. Ifthe 
well born and privileged sons and daughters 
of the church are irreligious, where can we 
look for the church's support? Are we let- 
ting “ other things "’ use up the spiritual ca-

It must 
be admitted, however, that the anticipations 
of a much higher level of values are based 
more on sentimental considerations than 
either admitted fact or sound argument, al- 
though experienced wheat traders know that 
that is no reason why they should not be 
right all the same. The idea is that the war 
in the far east will be a lengthy business, and 
that times in the near east will be more than 
usually troublous, during which political 
tension will be severe, and diplomatic rela- 
tions between other countries than the pres- 
ent belligerents strained to breaking point. 
This is all within the range of possibility, 
and the effect on wheat would be obvious. 
On the other hand, it is quite certain that 
no other power is at all anxious to be drawn 
into the present war, nor the possjble dis- 
turbances in the Balkans, and it is more than 
likely that if Russiajshould find her hands 
full, neighboring powers will take her place 
and do their utmost to preserve order. The 
position in America is unquestionably strong, 
and the ‘ bears” are certainly having a bad 
time of it, but if these should be squéezed 
out, holders may be compelled to reduce 
their prices to an export level, and we hardly 
think the home demand will be sufficient to 
take care of all the wheat raised last year, 
although the crop was admittedly largely 
overestimated, and that farmers’ reserves 
are supposed to be light.

week just ended. ‘In order that the facts 
relative to so interesting a little personage 
in the play world might be authentic, appli- 
cation was made to the master himself. He 
preferred to have.his real name ’’ remain 
unpublished, wishing to bé known as Master 
Gabriel, but he supplied the following in- 
formation, which will appeal to those who 
have found in him the ideal Buster. The big- 
little actor said: 

“My name is Gabriel. I am 89 inches high 
and weigh 32 pounds. I am 20 years old, was 
-born in New York City on June 19, 1884. I 
lived in New York until I was 6 years old, 
then went to France and lived in Paris two 
years. I afterwards returned to Wickford, 
R. L., with my parents. My father isa ladies’ 
tailor and has a little establishment in Wick- 
ford. I 'have.two grown brothers and two 
grown sisters, who are of the average height 
and size of the ordinary person of their ages. 
My mother is dead, and my brothers and sis- 
ters, with my father, live on a farm near 
Wickford village. 

“7 first started in the show business four 
years ago, and up to this year have beerPdo- 
ing a vaudeville act with my partner, Al 
Lamar. I have never been with the Lillipu- 
tians, Mellville B. Raymond being the first 
man to engage me in a play. 


‘*T was graduated from the co on schools 
in Wickford and-I speak French and Ger-

“T am fond of all kinds of sports, and am a 
good shot with arifie. I have a pony on my 


farm. also a little safety bicycle that fite 


me, and I am fond of riding. 

‘“' Péople ask me how I account for my 
smaliness, and all I can say is that when I 
was born I weighed a pound and a half, and 
I had a large cigar box full of cottom for 
my bed. I grew a little till 1 was 12 years old, 
and then I stopped short, ‘never to grow 
again.’

“TI wear a baby size shoe, and when I buy

They didn’t 
try to brave the anger of fate by walking 
under ladders, raising umbrellas in the house, 
looking at the moon over their left shoulders, 
or indulging in other rash acts usually ac- 
counted extremely dangerous. On the con- 
trary, according to Mrs. Rumyan, they never 
even sat down thirteen at table.

SINGULAR rival to kleptomantia has 
made its appearance among the 
well born and wealthy. Instead of 
falling victimes to the irresistible pro-

Some time ago she developed a craze for 
making presents to all her friends and ac- 
qQuaintances, and the habit grew upon her 
to such an extent that she spent all her al- 
lowance in order to satisfy her passion for 
giving. The constant demands which she 
made upon her husband’s purse and check 
book at last aroused a suspicion in his mind 
that she was losing money by gambling. 
Investigation, however, soon proved that 
this suspicion was wrong, and the remarks 
which he heard from friends and acquaint- 
ances ultimately enabled him to discover 
the manner in which his wife disposed of her 
money.. 

A specialist was called in, who advised 
a foreign tour, stating that fresh scenes and 
the excitement of travéling would probably 
have the effect of effacing the craze from 
the mind of the patient. This advice was 
duly carried out and resulted In a compjete 
cure, 

Not quite such a happy ending, however, 
attended a bad case of giftomania described 
by a well known physician at a lecture some 
time ago. The victim was @ man who had 
retired from. business avith a comfortable 
fortune, but in two years he had almost 
ruined himself by his mania for giving.

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John Embich was the first of the thirteen 
to die. So long ago that his parents were 
compelHed to unearth a memorial photo- 
graph of his funeral flowers before they 
could tell thé date of his sudden death. Then 
the father told the story of his son’s end. 
Mr. Embich is an old man now. He and his 
wife have had a hard battle to fight in life 
since both their strong young boys were 
numbered in the Thirteen club’s death list. 

*“ John was a fine fellow, like the rest of the 
boys._in that club,” said Mr. Bmbich. “ One 
day in December, 1890, he splintered the bone 
in his leg and the doctor had to cut it open 
near the Knee. The operation was simple 
and successful and the boy was up and about 
again in a few days. Suddenly one after- 

noon he came home, threw himself 
the bench, and said he was going to die. 
Two days later he was a corpse. The doc- 
tors couldn't see any reason for it.” 

Mr. Embich’s tale of the death of his other 
was even more sad and Inmexplicable.

John Coad was found with his back broken 
at the foot of two flights of stairs in a stock- 
yards lodging house in Chicago. He had 
just been paid off; but no money was found 
upon his dead body. The police suspected 
murder, but his family was unable to obtain 
any proof of this. They did, however, call 
attention to the fact that Coad was the fifth 
member of the Thirteen club to die. 

After this tragedy there was a lull for 
some years, and then the march of death 
began again. Edward Spoon was buried 
alive beneath a brick factory wall that fell 
with no reasonable reason for so doing.

WING to much good luck and many 
loyal coworkers the Daily Mirror of 
London is, up to the present, the only 
journalistic failure with which I have 
been associated. But the Daily Il- 

lustrated Mirror, which has replaced it, is 
certainly one of the swiftest journalistic suc- 
cesses with which I have been associated. 

Disaster often may be changed to triumph 
by an alteration in tactics. The faculty of 
knowing when you are beaten is much more 
valuable than the faculty of thinking youare 
not beaten when you are. 

I had for many years a theory that a daily 
newspaper for women was in urgent request, 
and I started one. The belief cost me 
£100,000. I found out that I was beaten. 
Women don't want a daily paper of their own. 
It was another instance of the failures made 
by a mere man in diagnosing women's needs. 
Some people say that a woman never really 
knows what she wants. It is certain she 
knew what she didn’t want. She didn't want 
the Daily Mirror. ° 

No newspaper was ever started with sucha 
“boom " as that which marked the birth of 
the Daily Mirror. ladvertised it everywhere, 
spending money lavishly. If there was any 
one in the united kingdom who was not 
aware that the Daily Mirror was to be started 
he must have been deaf, dumb, or blind, or 
all three. Had I had enough printing ma- 
chinery I could have sold several millions of 
the first number. ‘ 

The public made an excited rush for that 
first issue, but would have nothing to do with 
the second. Men didn’t want a purely 
woman's paper. Women feared that a 
woman's paper would be made up of articles 
written in a namby pamby way. The wom- 
an’s paper known as the Daily Mirror was a 
fiat, rank, and unmitigated failure. 


I have decitied to make a frank and full 
confession of the circuiation of the old Mir- 
ror for the period during which it was pro- 
duced. It will prove of interest to any one 
trembling upon the brink of starting a daily 
newspaper for women. 


But while the figures emphasize the fallure 
of the old Mirror, they also proclaim the 
success of the new Daily Illustrated Mirror. 
Its circulation is only limited now by the 
capacity of its printing machines. I cannot 
supply the demand, because at present I have 


row any of the machines from the Daily 
Mail, because these are overworked already. 
Until new illustrating printing presses are 
installed the ¢irculation of the Mirror can- 
not expand to like its future ca- 
pacity.

It was evident that 
a large quantity of persons who thought that 
the Mirror was about the sort of publication 
they would like changed their minds rapidly 
on seeing it. 

The tumble on the third day was less dis- 
couraging. It amounted to only 15,285 copies. 

Sixty-five more persons invested in the 
Mirror on the fourth day than on the third, 
and the publisher felt a slight glow of satis- 
faction. He began to think that the bottom 
of the slump had been reached. But it hadn't, 
for on Nov. 6 more than 10,000 readers sud- 
denly seceded, and the temperature in the 
circulation department tumbled to a corre- 
sponding extent. 

The course of events in the second’ week 
was painful. The désire not to read the 
Mirror had become contagious and the sec- 


thé depressing total of 86,886, fall in a week 
of 178,831. But a splendid reaction was in 
store. It set in on Jan. 28, on which dute the 
paper became the Daily Illustrated Mirror, 
founded upon the idea of giving the news in 
picture form for a halfpenny—something that 
had never yet been done.

This is difficult to give, as different skins require different 
treatment. Here is a cream which has been recommended to 
me. Cocoa butter, 50 grams; sweet almond oil, 75 grams; 
white wax, 15 grams; spermaceti, 75 grams; rosewater, 50 
grams. Heat in a double boiler and stir well as it cools. 
Stirring as the substance cools is important in cold cream 
making.
